Thousands 
of evacuees 
head home 


Police close in on 
fire’s origin, quell 
fears of looting

Police are closing in on the origin of 
the massive brush fire that resulted 
in the evacuation of around 5,000 
people over the weekend. 

RCMP Cpl. Joe 
Taplin told reporters 
outside Cole Har¬ 
bour Place, one of 
the shelters for 
evacuees, that 
forensic teams are 
working on deter¬ 
mining the source of 
the blaze. 

"We believe the 
fire possibly origi¬ 
nated on the north side of Highway 
7, which would be in the O'Connell 
(school) area," he said. 

Taplin wouldn't release any ad¬ 
ditional details since they are still 
actively investigating. 

Good news that most of the 5,000 
people evacuated would be allowed 
back into their homes was an enor¬ 


mous relief for evacuees who were 
waiting for word last night. 

By mid-afternoon it looked like 
RCMP were only going to allow 
residents of the Wonderland trailer 
park back into their homes, but 
several hours later officials were 
satisfied the conditions were good 
enough to lift most of the restric¬ 
tions. 

In an interview yesterday after¬ 
noon, Taplin said four people tried 
to sneak into the evacuated area 
over the weekend 
and were arrested 
by the RCMP. 

"Just to put peo¬ 
ple at ease, police 
are making patrols 
and if you are inside 
that area, you will 
be arrested and re- 
RCMP Cpl. Joe Taplin moved. That's to 
protect your prop¬ 
erty and the fire¬ 
men working there." 

Taplin also put looting rumours 
to rest and said the area is well pa¬ 
trolled by officers and also heavily 
travelled by firefighters. 

Premier Rodney MacDonald vis¬ 
ited the evacuees in Cole Harbour 
yesterday afternoon and said all the 
resources required will be avail-

able, no matter the cost. 

"If it's in the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands or goes beyond that, we'll 
make sure those dollars are there 
for those people and make sure the 
fire is contained." 


Air assistance from New 
Brunswick as well as Newfound¬ 
land and Labrador and Quebec 
were dumping water on the fire all 
weekend.

Teen held, 
assaulted, 
police say 

13-year-old girl among 
four people charged

Halifax Regional Police say a 14- 
year-old girl was held against her 
will in a Dartmouth home Saturday 
and assaulted by five people she 
knew. Now four people including a 
13-year-old girl face charges while 
police still search for one suspect. 

The girl was struck in the head 
with an unknown object and then 
assaulted by all five people as she 
was forcibly confined in the Mari¬ 
lyn Drive home Saturday after¬ 
noon. The girl received numerous 
injuries to her face and arms. 

She was taken to the Dartmouth 
General Hospital Saturday, where 
she was treated and released. 

The four accused include a 13- 
year-old girl and three males aged 
15,17 and 18. Police are sill looking 
for a female youth. 

Police did not say how the victim 
escaped the home, but did say she 
was the one who later called police. 

The three suspects were arrested 
in Dartmouth on Saturday evening. 

The accused face charges of un¬ 
lawful confinement, aggravated as¬ 
sault, assault with a weapon, 
assault causing bodily harm, utter¬ 
ing threats and mischief. The 17- 
year-old was also charged with 
breaching an undertaking.

Loss of home hits hard 


Family bought 
and lost house on 
a Friday the 13th

Clive Jones was picking out 
kitchen flooring just before 
he got the call that he should¬ 
n't bother: Their house was 
consumed by a wall of fire. 

If he was superstitious he 
might have known, since 
they moved into the house on 
a Friday the 13th and it was 
destroyed over 10 years later 
on another Friday the 13th. 

The news from the deputy 
fire chief was hard to hear. 

"There were 20 seconds of 
silence followed by 'you're 
joking' which of course he 
wasn't," Clive said. 

"The jokes we made with 
friends in Sackville over a 
barbecue and a couple of 
beers came true." 

A 30-metre wide wall of 
fire with flames 12 metres 
high attacked the house on 
Candy Mountain Road from 
the brush behind. Nothing is 
standing except for the 
chimney and the foundation 
wall, but the family is hop¬ 
ing to be escorted into the 
evacuation area to see the 


damage themselves. 

"We're going to sift 
through the wreckage to see if 
there's anything there at all of 
a life we had before," he said. 

Only one other house has 
been destroyed, and it's two 
houses down from them. 
Clive said coincidentally they 
were deciding between those 
two particular houses when 
they moved into the neigh¬ 
bourhood a decade ago. 

"So no matter which one 
we bought, we'd be in the 
same boat today," he said. 

His wife, Kim, was the last 
one to see the house. Their 
2 7-year-old daughter Faye 
also lived there. 

At the time Kim thought 
she was just being evacu¬ 
ated, so she closed the win¬ 
dows, grabbed her 
medication, and for some 
reason snagged her grand¬ 
mother's wedding ring too. 

"I keep beating myself up 
because there are loads of 
things that you could have 
grabbed, but you just didn't 
think about it," she said. 

The situation is surreal and 
won't really set in until they 
see the rubble, she added. 

"That happens to other 
people," said Clive. "Today 
we're other people."

"I'm worried about them 
because we haven't been 
home to check on them with 
the heat and the windows 


closed," she said. 

With iguana, dog, and 
kids, Alex Starr left her 
house on Friday. 

"We live up behind the 
fire station, ironically, in 
Lake Echo," she said.

Slain girl’s mother 
to appear today in 
Bridgewater court

Bridgewater residents 
breathed a sigh of relief yes¬ 
terday after hearing the 
news Saturday that Penny 
Boudreau had been charged 
in the murder of her daugh¬ 
ter Karissa. 

"I was at a banquet last 
night and the chairperson 
got up and announced it," 
said Annette Chipman, who 
was enjoying a peaceful pic¬ 
nic with a friend along the 
LaHave River not far from 
where the 12-year-old girl's 
body was found Feb. 9. 
"Everyone cheered," she

The last time Penny 
Boudreau made a public ap¬ 
pearance she tearfully 
pleaded for the girl to come 
home. 

But today she will appear 
in Bridgewater provincial 
court to face charges of 
first-degree murder in 
Karissa Boudreau's death. 

Sgt. Mark Gallagher with 
the RCMP said police are re¬ 
lieved to have finally had 


the chance to lay charges. 

'As time goes on... there'll 
be a lot more clarity," he 
added. 

At a press conference Sat¬ 
urday, RCMP officers and 
the Bridgewater police said 
they had arrested Boudreau 
in Halifax Friday evening. 

"We do not expect anyone 
else to be charged in this 
case," said Bridgewater po¬ 
lice Chief Brent Crowhurst. 

Boudreau reported her 
daughter missing Jan. 27, 
telling police the last time 
she saw her was in the park¬ 
ing lot of the Bridgewater 
Sobeys. 

She said she had argued 
with Karissa and then left 
her in the car while she 
picked up a few items in the 
store. When she returned, 
she said, Karissa was gone. 


An extensive air, ground 
and water search ensued 
until a passerby found the 


young girl's frozen remains 
on the banks of the LaHave 
River and police confirmed 


Feb. 14 her death was the 
result of a homicide.

MLAs warn of impending housing crisis 


Breast cancer 
survivor says 
assistance 
not enough 

Deborah Snow battled breast 
cancer and spent two years 
living on a boat in Halifax 
Harbour because she couldn't 
find affordable housing. 

The 53-year-old Dart¬ 
mouth woman says the $535 
she receives in social assis¬ 
tance for shelter doesn't cover 
the rent. Her rent for a one- 
bedroom on Windmill Road is 
$605 plus heat and lights. 

"I have to choose whether 
to have food or pay the elec¬ 
tric bill, so I've been choosing 
to have food so I can build my 
strength up again," she said. 

Snow told her story to Ju¬ 
dith Ferguson, deputy minis¬ 
ter of community services on 
Friday. Ferguson told Snow to 
contact her staff. 

Snow said she's ineligible 
to apply for public housing 
because she owns two dogs 
— her constant companions 
through surviving breast can¬ 
cer and poverty. Provincial 
public housing doesn't allow 
dogs in its high-rises, but one 
is permitted in row houses. 

More than 1,000 people are 
on the waiting list for public 
housing in metro.

He's been kidnapped, he's bro¬ 
ken out and he's entertained 
thousands of guests. Yesterday 
a large crowd of kids and par¬ 
ents gathered at the Museum 
of Natural History to wish 
Halifax's most famous turtle, 
Gus, a happy 86th birthday 
Gus came from humble be- x 
ginnings — a roadside reptile § 
house in Florida — when he g 
was bought by a museum i| 
staff member and trans- § 
ported to Canada. 2 

The gopher tortoise has 
seen his fair share of adven¬ 
ture — in the 1950s he was 
mysteriously kidnapped and 
vanished for two years. 

Whoever took him appar¬ 
ently knew what they were 
doing, because when he 
reappeared he was in good 
health. There are also stories 
of Gus making a run for the 


Halifax Public Gardens. 

But those days are over. 
Now when Gus is out he's 
watched very closely. 

At 86, Gus is the oldest 
recorded gopher tortoise in 
the world. 

"There could be wild tor¬ 


toises walking around who 
are older, but on record he's 
the oldest," said Heather 
McKinnon, assistant co-ordi- 
nator of Interpretation for 
the museum. 

Sadly, because of loss of 
habitat, gopher tortoises are 


threatened in the United 
States. 

"We could never get an¬ 
other Gus," said McKinnon. 
"To transport an animal like 
that wouldn't be allowed 
anymore."

Drive aims to 
collect $2 million 
for expansion 

SYDNEY — Lucky may not 
be the first word that comes 
to mind when describing 
someone battling breast can¬ 
cer, but that's the word 
Shauna MacLean uses to de¬ 
scribe herself. 

"I am a 
lucky 
woman," she 
says. "It 
sounds funny, 

I know, but I 
consider my¬ 
self a lucky 
person be¬ 
cause I'm still here." 

MacLean is sharing her 
very personal battle with the 
disease as part of a new 
fundraising campaign by the 
Cape Breton Regional Hospi¬ 
tal Foundation on behalf of 
the Cape Breton Cancer Cen¬ 
tre. 

The goal is to raise $2 mil¬ 


lion in the community to 
support an $8-million centre 
expansion. 

In October 2006, MacLean 
found a lump in her right 
breast and underwent a bat¬ 
tery of tests, all of which 
came back negative. 

Finally, in June 2007, the 
lump was removed. Within 
three weeks, her family doc¬ 
tor broke the 
news — she 
had cancer. 
Just nine 
days later, 
MacLean had 
both breasts 
removed. 

Having a 
local cancer 
centre allowed MacLean to 
remain at home with the 
support of her family while 
undergoing eight months of 
treatment. 

"Being able to be at home 
and something as simple as 
sleeping in my own bed was 
huge."

Research facilities lack funding 


Two of Canada's world-lead¬ 
ing research facilities are in 
trouble because the federal 
government won't pledge 
about $8 million per year to 
keep them running — despite 
providing more than $100 
million to create them.

Institute and B.C.'s Neptune,

erations next year — were on 
the verge of shutting down 
before being bailed out for two 
years this spring with emer¬ 
gency funds from federal and 


provincial research agencies. 

This tenuous existence 
makes it harder to retain top- 
notch researchers and plan 
long-term experiments, the 
facility heads told a Commons 
committee earlier this week. 

"The nation has made a 
commitment... now we have 
to follow through," said Mar¬ 
tin Taylor, president of Nep¬ 
tune's operating agency.

50 artists from across Ontario 
and Quebec, mostly from Ot¬ 
tawa, Toronto and Montreal, 
said Mike Mesa, graffiti co¬ 
ordinator for House of Paint.

Transfusions given 
to sextuplets within 
reason: Judge

A B.C. court has ruled that 
physicians acted within rea¬ 
son when they infringed upon 
the rights of two Jehovah's 
Witness parents by giving 
blood transfusions to four of 


their sextuplets bom in Janu¬ 
ary 2007. 

The parents objected to the 
transfusions because of reli¬ 
gious beliefs that prohibit such 
treatment. 

"Freedom of religion is not 
absolute," wrote B.C. Supreme 
Chief Justice Donald Brenner 
in his reasons for judgment, 
released Friday. "While it is 
difficult to conceive of any 
limitations on religious beliefs, 
the same cannot be said of re¬ 


ligious practices, notably 
when they impact on the fun¬ 
damental rights and freedoms 
of others." 

All four of the six babies 
who survived birth were 
taken into custody of the 


province under the Child, 
Family and Community Serv¬ 
ice Act to have blood transfu¬ 
sions administered. 

The lawyer for the parents 
argued that the transfusions 
were not necessary and as a 


result the parents' rights had 
been breached. 

However, a doctor who tes¬ 
tified in favour of the govern¬ 
ment's case said that the 
babies' hemoglobin was well 
below safe levels. 

"Given that each of the in¬ 
fants was returned to the care 
of its parents very shortly 
after receiving its blood trans¬ 
fusion, it is clear that this pro¬ 
ceeding is moot," wrote 
Brenner.

Los Angeles, which is trying to be¬ 
come the first team to win the NBA 
Finals after trailing three games to 
one. Teams trailing 3-1 are 0-28 all- 
time in the Finals. 

Ray Allen scored 16 points on 4- 
of-13 shooting, and Kevin Garnett 
had 13 points with a game-high 14 
rebounds while struggling with foul 
trouble. 

The Celtics played without start¬ 
ing center Kendrick Perkins, who sat 
with a strained left shoulder. Point 
guard Rajon Rondo was limited to 
three points in just over 14V2 min¬ 
utes by a bone bruise in his left 
ankle. 

The Celtics will get another 
chance to lock up the 17th title in 
franchise in history, and the first 
since 1986, tomorrow in front of 
their hometown crowd. Boston is 
12-1 thus far in the postseason on its 
home floor, where they won the first 
two games of this series.

The comeback kids 


Turkey battles from two 
goals down to advance 


EUR&2008 


TVirkey pulled off an extraordinary 
comeback to book a place in the Euro 
2008 quarter-finals with a 3-2 win 
over the Czech Republic yesterday 
after trailing by two goals with 15 
minutes to go. 

UEFA president Michel Platini had 
used an interview earlier yesterday 
to extol a "sizzling" tournament that 
had upset established hierarchies in 
thrilling style, but even he could not 
have foreseen the amazing climax in 
Geneva. 

Turkey's reward for victory is a 
last-eight clash with Group B win¬ 
ners Croatia in Vienna on Friday. 

The Turks' dramatic Group A win, 
however, sparked trouble in a Zurich 
public viewing area. 

Around 80 police wearing riot gear 
moved in to restore order after fight¬ 
ing broke out late in the game and 


two plasma screens showing the 
game were smashed, witnesses said. 

Fans problems have been rare so 
far at the tournament being staged 
jointly by Switzerland and Austria. 

The night also featured the 
farewell of co-hosts Switzerland to 
the tournament with a 2-0 win over 
Portugal, who had al¬ 
ready sealed their 
place as Group A 
winners. It was the 
final match of the 
Swiss coach Koebi 
Kuhn who is retiring. 

The Czechs had looked destined for 
the last eight after moving into a 2-0 
lead with a Jan Koller header and 
Jaroslav Plash's neatly taken second 
before Arda TUran gave Turkey what 
appeared to be a slim lifeline in the 
75th minute. 

Petr Cech inexplicably dropped the 
ball at the feet of Nihat Kahveci to 
present the forward with a simple 
equalizer three minutes from time 
and two minutes later Nihat blasted 
home the winner for TUrkey. 


TUrkey keeper Volkan Demirel was 
then sent off in stoppage time for a 
shove with the ball out of play, but 
the Czechs did not have time to 
mount a comeback. 

"I'm so sorry," said Czech Republic 
captain Tomas Ujfalusi. "We should 
have won this match." 

While the Swiss 
were saying goodbye 
with their 2-0 win 
over Portugal — 
sealed with two 
Hakan Yakin goals, 
the second a penalty — fellow co¬ 
hosts Austria were talking up their 
chances of eliminating old rivals Ger¬ 
many. 

"When people first started talking 
about this tournament there were a 
lot of jokes about us," team manager 
Andreas Herzog said ahead today's 
Group B game, which Austria must 
win if they hope to go through. 

"Now it is all the more satisfying to 
show we have a real chance of ad¬ 
vancing, and doing so against our 
arch-rivals." reuters

The face behind Halifax City 
Coldwell Banker has changed, 
but the powerhouse soccer 
club remains virtually the 
same. 

The defending provincial 
champs are under new guid¬ 
ance this season after Darrell 
Cormier stepped in as head 
coach, filling the void left 
when longtime bench-boss 
Jack Hutchison signed on 
with Halifax Dunbrack's 
women's team. 

City is off to a 3-1 start 
after whitewashing Scotia 3-0 
last night at Weir Field on the 
strength of a shutout from 
keeper Graham Little and a 
hat trick from striker Kristin 
Kirincich. 

"It's a smooth transition," 
said Kirincich, who scored 15 
minutes in, then added a pair 
of second-half tallies.

Fired employee 
ordered back 


More workplaces 
will use concept of 
‘working notice’ 

W e have decided 
to fire you. Now 
go back to your 
desk and finish your work! 

After a bitterly fought 
election of a new union 
executive whose candidacy 
he had opposed, Teamsters 
business agent Donald 
Evans saw the writing on 
the wall. When the new 
union president took over, 
Evans and five other em¬ 
ployees lost 
their jobs. 

After 23 
years with 
the Team¬ 
sters, 58 - 
year-old 
Evans 
thought he 
deserved 
better; he 
wanted a 
severance 
package that would see 
him retire. Evans sug¬ 
gested that he would work 
for another 12 months 
and that he be paid for 12 
more. The Teamsters dis¬ 
agreed. Five months after 
Evans left, they sent him a 
letter telling him that if 
he refused to come back to 
his job, they would treat 
his absence as misconduct 
and pay him no more. 
Rather than return, Evans 
sued. 

At trial, the judge con¬ 
sidered whether Evans was 
obliged to return to the 
very workplace that had 
fired him. Agreeing with 
Evans that to expect him 
to return to his old job 
would be unreasonable, 
the trial judge awarded 
him $ 100,000 in severance, 
known as wrongful dis¬ 
missal damages. 

Appealing the ruling to 
the Supreme Court of 
Canada, the Teamsters ar¬ 
gued that the law of miti¬ 
gation permitted them to 
order Evans back to the 
workplace, even after he 
had already been fired. 

The legal duty to mitigate 


provides that dismissed 
employees are required to 
take all reasonable steps to 
replace their jobs. Where 
an employer can establish 
that other, comparable, 
jobs were available, an em¬ 
ployee who fails to apply 
for them, or turns one 
down, may risk not being 
entitled to further sever¬ 
ance. 

In this case, the Team¬ 
sters argued that Evans’ 
failure to return to his job 
should have been viewed 
as a failure to mitigate. 

The Supreme Court 

agreed. By of¬ 
fering Evans 
his old job 
back on the 
same terms 
as before, the 
Teamsters 
were able to 
show that a 
comparable 
job was open 
to an em¬ 
ployee who 

declined it. 

The ruling in this case 
will place many employees 
in “the twilight zone,” 
somewhere between hav¬ 
ing been fired and ex¬ 
pected to later return. 
Employees, and their 
lawyers, should carefully 
observe the following les¬ 
sons: 

»Where an employer of¬ 
fers its former employee a 
bona-fide chance to return 
to work, employees may be 
required to accept, unless 
they can objectively show 
that there is an atmos¬ 
phere of hostility, embar¬ 
rassment or humiliation 
in returning. Work with 
counsel to take steps to 
‘build’ that argument. 

» Employers will now, as a 
result of this case, more 
often elect to exercise 
their right to provide 
working notice of termina¬ 
tion, requiring dismissed 
employees to remain at 
work while they look for 
another job.

Be honest if an interviewer asks about weaknesses, DBM lead 
consultant Genevieve Belben says, but turn it into a positive. 


Research is key 
to job interview 
success: Expert

The key to a successful job in¬ 
terview is preparation. 

"The days of winging an in¬ 
terview are gone," says 
Genevieve Belben, lead con¬ 
sultant at DBM, the global 
outplacement, coaching, and 
career-management firm. 

When you send off your re¬ 
sume, sit down and research 
the company until you know 
it inside and out. While you 
should get ample notice for 
the interview, you might not, 
and you don't want to end up 
cramming. 

When you're offered an in¬ 
terview, find out what kind it 
will be. You don't want to be 
expecting a one-on-one and 
find yourself before a firing 
squad of 12 . 

Going for a new job is like 
starting a relationship, and 
you can't let your enthusiasm 
for the position overwhelm 
your cool-headed judgment 
about the company. 

"We think, 'Oh we're adapt¬ 
able, we can change things 
when we get in there,'" ex¬ 


plains Belben. "It's not going 
to happen. Every new job is 
exciting. You're learning new 
things, you're being chal¬ 
lenged, but it becomes very 
old very quickly if you're not 
fitting in." 

"Tell me about yourself" is 
a common first question and 
you should have a two- 
minute blurb prepared. Don't 
just run through your resume 
— they already have that. 

"You're being repetitive and 
it becomes boring," says Bel¬ 
ben. "Use the 'Tell me about 
yourself' to align what they're 
looking for with your own 


background and accomplish¬ 
ments. You want the inter¬ 
viewer sitting on the edge of 
their chairs saying, 'Really, tell 
me more about that.'" 

And then there is the 
dreaded strengths-and- 
weaknesses question. 

"Be honest. We all have 
weaknesses," Belben says. 
"Talk about a weakness you 
have that can be positive for 
that role. If you say you don't 
really have any weaknesses, 
that's your first one." 

Don't table salary yourself, 
and try to avoid naming a fig¬ 
ure. If pressed, give a range of 


tips 

Three keys to 
interviewing: 

What you can do: Know 
your skills and how they 
meet the needs of the 
company. 

What you will do: Be 
clear with yourself about 
what you want out of the 
job and what you can give. 

Where you fit: Make sure 
the company fits for you, 
and you fit the company. 


five or ten thousand dollars, 
depending on the job level. 

Now, turn the tables; it's 
your turn to interview the 
company. 

Belben says a good ques¬ 
tion to ask the interviewer is: 
"What are you looking for in 
an ideal candidate?" They 
might bring up things not 
mentioned in the job descrip¬ 
tion and you can tap into that. 

When the interview is over, 
restate your desire for the job. 
You can boldly ask "When do 
I start?" or go for a humbler "I 
hope you seriously consider 
me for the position." 

Then, follow your mother's 
advice, say thank you. E-mail 
is easily deleted, so mail a per¬ 
sonalized card. It might just 
end up on their desk, a daily 
reminder of your application. 


Fathers long for quality time 


Many dads fear 
work is causing 
them to miss out

Many working dads talk 
about wanting to spend more 
time with their families, but 
how many actually trade in 
work hours for some quality 
time? 

Findings from a recent 
Workopolis Dads in the 
Workplace Poll show 
that at least one-in- 
five fathers fear 
time away from 
home is making 
them miss out 
on some of their 
families' biggest mo¬ 


ments. 

On the other hand, 40 per 
cent of the dads surveyed also

Curious art of the banana 



Installation uses 
fruit to illustrate 
reverse ripening 

By DEAN LISK 

Metro Halifax 

It's not made of plaster or cast 
in metal. It's a real banana — 
potassium-rich, unpeeled, 
and ripening in the window of 
Gallery Page and Strange. 

It's art, and it is the latest 
project by Halifax-based ex¬ 
perimental artist Michael 
Fernandes. 

"I started out with a really 
ripe banana, and I am going 
back to a really green ba¬ 
nana," said Fernandes about 
his 21-day project, appropri¬ 
ately called Banana Installa¬ 
tion. 

Nearly every day until 
July 4, he will go into the 
gallery and replace the ba¬ 
nana with one slightly 
fresher than the day before. 

"I am doing it in a subtle 


way, so that you may not 
even realize something is 
going on," adds Fernandes, 
who buys his fruit from local 
grocery stores. He eats the 
bananas afterward. 

To help follow the reverse 
ripening process, Fernandes 
has an information card used 
to grade bananas. It describes 
everything from uniform 
green (unripened), to overall 
yellow (ideal colour for sale), 
and yellow with brown spots 


(maximum nutrition). 

"It's about the colour and 
representation, and when it 
is ready for wholesale and 
best for eating," he said, 
adding this idea of freshness 
reflects on how art can fall in 
and out of favour. 

"I like that idea of fresh¬ 
ness and I like that idea of 
cutting edge," he said. "It's 
about creating tension, creat¬ 
ing challenge." 

Placing the banana on the

window ledge also utilizes a 
space overlooked by most 
galleries, where only the 
walls and floors are used for 
paintings and sculptures. 

Fernandes said sparking a 
conversation about art has 
been a recurring theme in his 
work. His past projects in¬ 
clude Room of Fears at the 
Mount Saint Vincent Univer¬ 
sity Art Gallery. 

For that show, the gallery's 
walls were painted black, 
and fears — submitted by the 
public — written on them in 
white. Each fear started with 
the phrase "I am afraid of." 

Fernandes said someone is 
interested in buying Banana 
Installation—the gallery tag 
lists a price of $2,500.
